The wheat erades No. 1 
hard, and la a clean, bright well filled 
eample. No price was quoted, as prices 
for this year's market yet remain to be 
fixed. A Rentleman connected with the 
firm Baid, however : " You may say it is 
worth ^1 at Fort William, and present 
indicatione would point to tliat as the 
price for No. 1 hanl." 

One of the best informed millers lu i he 
city received a telegram irom theE.ist 
to-day, which stated that information 
being received certainly looks like very 
high prices for wheat during the whole 
year. 

There was rain in some parts of the 

province last nipht, but harvesting 
operations were not seriously delayed. 
It is estimated that fully 75 pur cant, of 
the Manitoba wheat crop will be cut by 
the end of the present week. Harvest 
liaiuls from Outario are still complaining 
of lack of employiueiit, but it appears 
too many have entered at the leading 
Mafaitoba points. The Canadian Pacific 
and the Miiiiitolia govurntnent are doiuK 
all in their power to move the help to 
points where they are required. The 
mercury touched .'JO at Kegina last night. 
It is feared that the frost line will be 
touched to-nigbt. Thirty bushels per 
acre is the average ol the wheat yield in 
Kildonan district near the city. 

AN UNPLEASANT CUBE. 

Suspended by the Neck to Care His 
Spine. 

Sa.v Fuancisco, Aag. 25. — A very deli- 
cate and extremely rare surgical opera- 
tion has been performed successfully at 
the French hospital in this city upon C. 
Hofl'man, a young German farmer. By 
it not only his life has been saved, but 
he is on the speedy way to recovery. In 
the latter part of July he sustained a 
compound fracture of the third cervical 
vertebra, an injury nearly always fatal, 
which prevented the moving of his head 
in any direction. On Aueaat 11 he waa 
brought to the hoapital, where the arch 
of the third vertebra and a portion of 
the second vertebra were removed. The 
patient rests on an inclined plane. The 
weight of his body acts as a counter- 
e.tteuBion to the weiglit applied to an 
extension apparatus which is attached 
to the tiead, and the patient is virtually 
BUS ponded by the neck until he ahall be 
restored to healtli. 



A KOMANCE SPOILED. 

Why Evangellna Cisneros Was Arrested by 
the Spanish Anthoritles. 

New York, Aug. 25.— In response to 
an appeal cabled to the Queen of Spain 
by Mrs. Jefi'erson Davis and other 
notable women, urging clemency for the 
young girl, Evangelina Cossio Cisneros, 
incarcerated at Havana by the .Spanish 
military authorities, and who, it was 
reported, was to be exiled to the penal 
colony at Central Africa, the reaiilent 
.Spaniah minister has luldreased a letter 
Lo Mrs. Davis giving the oflieial .Spanish 
version of the ari'cet of the young Cubun 
and the alleged reasuua for the ))roposed 
trial. In this uoiiimiinicatioii iMinietcr 
Ue Lome elaiitia a eons|)iracy to promote 
the interest of eeiisiitioiial newajiapera ia 
at the bottom of the romance which has 
loiiehed the heart of MrG. Davis. He 
says the facta are that Jivangelina Cis- 
neros lured to her hoino the military 
commander of the island of Pinos and 
had men concealed to assassinate him in 
conuection with the uprising of the 
prisoners in the island. Far from being 
condemned and ready to be sent to a 
peaal settlement in Africa she has not 
yet been tried. 

DE&S FRIENDS. 

The Csor Speaks Pleasant Words to the 
French President. 

St. Pbtbrsbubo, Aug. 26. — ^At the 
luncheon given to-day in honor of the 
Czar en board the French cruiser Pothau, 
the Czar, in proposing the toast to the 
French President said, " Your stay 
among us creates a fresh bond between 
our two friendly and allied nations, 
which are equally resolved to contribute 
with all their power, to the maintenance 
of the peace of the world in the epirit of 
right and equity."

MORE ARMENIAN HORRORS. 

A Oreadrul Tale of Turltish Brutality and

P.\iiis, Aug. 25.— The Republitiue's 
despatch from Constantinople says: 
"The prisons arc crowded with Armeni- 
ans and Turkish liberals who have been 
arrested on suapicion. On Sunday last 
eighty of these priaoners were placed in 
the subterranean dungeons at Galata. 
The Armenian who exploded the bomb 
the Turkish government ofUce was 
tortured and whipped until he was 
covered with blood, and the soles of liis 
feet have been burned. Still he refused 
to confess. The situation in the pro- 
vinces is horrible. Six soldiers at 
Toschkhilla outraged some nuns and cut 
the heads and feet oS two of them, and 
tied the others to trees and abandoned 
them.

SALYADOR CHOOSES GOLD. 

The Fall In Silver Forces Her to a C 
Basis, 



New York, Aug. 25. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama says : 

The Herald's correspondent in Sau 
Salvador says that the country has been 
forced by the slump in silver to adopt 
a gold standard. Owing to the financial 
straits in which Salvador found herself, 
the depression in commerce and the ap- 
parently hopeless future. President Guit- 
errez has invoked an extraordinary ses- 
eion of congress to consider the monetary 
crises. At the time he sent to congress 
a message urging the necessity of a 
speedy change in the currency system 
there waa aome opposition in congress to 
a gold standard and the light was waged 
until yesterday when tbe bill passed. 
The President was also authorized to 
ncROtiate a foreign loan of ^2, 500, 000. 
The new law will go into effect within 
two months. After it becomes oper- 
ative all cuatoma will be payable only in 
gold. 

Salvador's present plight is due to the 
ahimp in silver, which threw the coun- 
try into a condition more serious than 
had ever before existed. The rate of ex- 
change on the United States rose steadily 
until it reached 200 per cent. 

JAPANESE STATESMAN DEAD. 

He Was One of Marqnis Ito's Confreres in 
Uoalding the Mikado's Empire. 

W.\siiiKGTON, Aug. 25. — A telegram 
was received at the Japanese legation 
to-day announcing the death of Count 
Metsu, ex-minister of foreign alhiirs and 
.Japanese minister to the United States 
in 1888. The Count has been ill with 
lung trouble for a long time, and was 
compelled by ill-health to resign hie 
ollice aboat a year ago. He was one of 
most destingnished men in the history 
of Japanese government, and with the 
Mar nis Ito moulded the policy of 
modern empire. 

ROSSLAND "MINER" SOLD. 

Said to Have Been Purchased by Helnze. 

Eo.s.sL.vKD, Aug. 21,— The EoBsland 
Daily and Weekly Miner was sold to- 
night to Mr. F. C. iMoll'at, correspondent 
of the Toronto Globe, or at least the 
papers were signed and the stock trans- 
ferred. The consideration ia said to 
have been $12,000, but the figures are 
withheld. It la a cash transaction. It 
is rumored that he is purchasing the 
paper for Mr. F. Aug. Hoiuze.

In a letter to the Colonisx, Mr. T. B 
E. Mclnnes, aon of Senator Mclnnes i 

and one of the officials sent north by the 
Dominion customs department, gives 
the following information of the routed 
into the Yukon by way of the Skagway 
and Dyea trails: 

"As doubtless the majority of yic> 
loriaus intending to enter the Yukon 
country will choose the route via Skag- 
way or Dyea, I have tliought it might 
possibly be of service to some of them to 
give a slight description of the two 
places and the trails leading from them. 
Skagway is the first place at which 
boats call and by far the more important 
place of the two. Three weeks ago 
there waa not a dozen people here, to- 
day it has a population of two thousand, 
with stores, saloons and restaurants, all, 
or nearly all, under canvas. The main 
street leads up from the tide flats and ia 
the beginning of the trail. About half a 
mile from the town is a small but very 
turbulent river. During the last fort- 
night one man and three horses have 
been drowned in attempting to ford it, 
and many sacks of provisions have been 
lost in it. The miners have united to 
work at improving the trail as far as 
possible. So far they have not succeeded 
very well. Nearly every day brings a 
new boat load of men with the inevi- 
table proportion of "hogs," deter- 
mined to push on and profit by 
the work of others on the trail 
without themselves contributing any 
money or labor to its improvement. 
In a few instances these fellows have 
been kept back by force, but in the 
majority of cases a few miles of the trail 
itself is Buflieient to give them a first 
lesson in altruistic labor. Probably by 
the middle of September there will be 
such a blockade here that the necessity 
for organized effort will become appar- 
ent to all. However, the trail has been 
somewhat improved already and the first' 
evidence of it is the bridge which now 
spans the river about a mile and a half 
from the place where it used to be forded. 
This bridge is a corduroy afTair about 
six feet wide and two hondered feet 
long on four treaties with one span of 
sixty-six feet. The trail then leads over 
soft level ground for aboat three miles 
to the foot of the first hill. About a 
thousand people are camped there. The 
hill is some five hundred feet high and 
very steep, and consists of mixed rock 
and bog. Tiie horses sink in places to 
their saddles and cannot carry more 
than a hundred pounds. Having reached 
tbe top a descent is made of about a 
hundred feet, and the trail runs 
along fairly good ground for about: 
two miles to a lake. A bluff 
rises sheer from the lake some 
two hundred feet high, but there is a 
narrow margin about two feet wide be- 
tween the foot ot the biufl" and the wa- 
ter. This margin constitutes the trail 
for another half mile. A party entering 
from one end keeps shontiog till half 
way across aoas to warn pick trains not 
to advance from the other end. as there 
ia not room to pass. An ascent of one 
thousand feet then begins, but it is not 
quite so bad as the first hill. It is as- 
cended in a zig-zag fashion that the men 
call "the switchback." At the top is a 
bog of half a mile or so in length, then a 
descent begins aaain on the switchback 
plan. Tlie trail here is very bad, horses 
have to traverse slippery shelves of rock 
that slope at an angle of forty-live de- 
grees and from which the moss, that at 
first gave them a footliold, lias been all 
worn oir. The descent here is about 
nine hundred feet, reaching the river- 
bed again. Then comes another climb 
of a few hundred feet to a marshy flat. 
This is about ten miles from Skagway. 
I have no personal knowledge of the trail 
beyond this, but am told it continues 
of much the same character for 
ten miles more when the summit of the 
White Pass is reached. From there to 
Lake Bennett is seventeen miles and 
with the exception of one had bog the 
trail ia easier. At Lake Bennett boats 
may be bought for .^100 or easily enough 
built, and from there to the Klondyke 
all 18 plain sailing comparatively 8i)eak- 
iug. Dyea ia the starting point for the 
trail through the Ghilcoot I'aas. The 
summit of this pass is seventeen hun- 
dred feet higher than the summit of the 
White I'ass. Horses cannot go over it. 
It ia a steady ascent all tbe way till the 
summit ia reached. Indians do a great 
deal of the packing, carrying from one 
hundred to one hundred and dfty pounds 
for a whole day. But they have earned 
all the money they seem to want and 
are becoming very unreliable. They 
frequently throw their packs do-^n " any 
old place" and walk off and offers ot 
more money will not bring them back. 
Their rates are 20c, a pound through the 
pass. Very few are not attempting the 
Uhilcoot I'aea but those who have started 
that way are making better prouress than 
the White I'ass men. The White Pass, 
however, will undoubtedly be the only 
one open for sledging, Fully three-fourtha 
of the men here now will not attempt to 
move from here till February. Not till 
C'otitinued on pwjc Two.

■with snow to uiiiko good eledging. i 
-should advise any o"e not to think ot 
■coming up here before February at 
'least. The trail here at present la dot- 
ted «very half-mile or en with dead 
'horflea and with piles of gooda apparently 
'abandoned, but in leality left for a re- 
turn trip by- the owners, who have 
•BtraBgUd on 'perhaps a mileahead. Each 
man has about a tneuaand pounds with 
him, and aa average of two mifea a day 
18 considered good progreae. In some 
caeeg izooda have been actually aban- 
doned on the trail by diacottraRed men 
who could find no purchaser for them 
and would not toil back to Skaewty with 
them. Dozens have given up alter a week 
or soon the traihuiA returned to Skagway 
to await tiie Grat Btearaer sotith. The 
great majority, however, intend remain- 1 
ing here till BledginR becomea practic- 
able and are bHikling log cabins for use 
in the E».«antiiBe. Mauy othera have 
avowed their intention ot remaining 
here and going into buaineas, confident 
that Skagway will become an important 
town in lees than a year. Landing goods 
is a difficult matter here Rt preeeiit. The 
choice lies between the Tocky base of a 
mouatain and ansileof muddy tideilata, 
and the majjority of the boats ccming 
hereliave damped paBBengera and freight 
aa rapidly aa possible, with no regard for' 
the cMivenience of the paaaengerH or 
safety of their goods. The Islander, 
Danube and Willametie have been 
ahining exceptions, the courtesy dis- 
played by the oflScera of the first named 
boat in particular being still spoken of 
and appreciated 'hero. In conclusion, I 
would fltrongiy advise those coming here 
with tlie spring rush to have all 
their provisiona and eutOt afl far 
aa possible packed in fifty pound 
canvaa sacks. Thoy ivill have to be 
packed that way for the trail and it will 
save much labor, annoyauce and ex- 
pense lo have them BO packed at the 
placti of j)urchafl3, with a list of the arti- 
cles contained lettered on each. No one 
should bring a boat or material for a 
boat. I have seen boat material' coating 
.^tO in Seattle sold hoi-e for .f 3 aa lumber. 
Xo boat has passed over either trail. 
They can be jnadeor boughtat the lakes. 
Horses have fio far proved better than 
bnrroSi and mules better than either. 
But those coming in February or March 
will, of course, not trouble themselves 
about either boats or horses, but briug 
with tbeni light, long and -strong dog 
sleds. Dogs, that is Esquimaux dogs, 
are valued here at $100 an& $150, but 
uieu can. draw eleds very well them- 
selves, taking one thousand pounds c'er 
the snow where a pack horee would not 
take over a hundred in the summer. 
Day before vesterday four men arrived 
liere from IVwfKin City, They have 
come in for supplies only, but brought 
with them over twenty thousand dollars 
in nuKgets. The sight of them brought 
about a violent relai)se in many cases 
that apparently were rapidly becoming 
convalescent of " yellow fever."

About seventy peraona 
were present and the Czarina occupied a 
position Of tionor in the centre between 
ttio Czar and Preaident Faure. When 
the Czar toasted President Faure he rose 
in a solemn manner, paused a moment, 
lookingatthe Czarina and Fauro, and 
then in a firm voice road his measnge of 
wolcoaie. The entire party afterwards 
visited the Russian cruiser Rowya. Presi- 
dent i'aure was conduced over this vessel 
by the Czar. The flench President then 
bade farewell to 'his host, returned to 
the Potua and ienmediately put out to 
sea amidst cheera from the Bnssian 
Bailors and the crowds ashore.

Tlie chief 
cause of the discount on the pelagic 
skins or the ones shot and speared in the 
water ia the fact that such skins are not, 
cannot be, so thoroughly cured in the 
close air of the schooners as they are on 
the islands in the large airy salt houses.

THE CENTRAL ROUTE TO YUKON 

An inquiry bag come to the British 
Columbia Board of Tmde from a person 
in New York in regard to a loute to the 
Yukon described in a Seattle despatch 
to the New York Herald. The matter 
being of general interest, Mr. Elworthy, 
secretary of the Board, haa asked the 
CoLOXtsT to prepare a reply to it. 

The route referred to is that from i.Eli- 
crott v\& Stuart Lake to Telegraph Creek 
and thence to Lake Teslin. The descrip- 
tion Kiven in the Herald's dispatch is, 
aa the New York man says, " ipeagre 
and conCaaing," ao it la better to leave it 
oat of conatderation entirely and treat 
tlip subject aa a new proposition. 

There ia no doubt that a perfectly 
feasible route exists from Ashcroft on 
the C.P.K. to Teslin Lake. The dis- 
tance would be approximately 900 miles, 
and under exiating conditions and 
any conditions likely to exist next year 
would be a land journey for the entire 
distance. The first 220 milea of the 
journey could be made in stages on a 
lirst class road. The remainder o' the 
distance would be along pack trails. 
There are numeroua rivers and lakes 
on the way, but these could not be 
utilized, aa the horeea could not be taken 
by water. There would be good feed 
for iiorsea for the entire distance, 
and tliere are no difficult summits 
to cross. The beat authorities agree 
that cattle can be driven over the route, 
and if thi{> ia the case there would be no 
difficulty in going through with a pack 
.train. From Tealin Lake the route 
would be by boat down the Hootalinqua 
and Yukon. This to British Columbia 
people will seem a needless statement, 
but the Herald's diapatch conveys the 
impreaaion that the journey can be made 
by horsea. Substantially the distance 
from Ashcroft to 't)awBon City may be 
said to be 1,400 miles, divided an fol 
lows: By stage over a good highway 
220 miles; liy pack train 080 miles; by 
boat COO miles. These distances are 
approximate only, and it is to be borne 
in mind that there are many streams to 
croea on the journey. 

We think the aforegoing covers all the 
inquiries made from New York, and 
though what we liave euid is necesfiarily 
indefinite in some res])ecta, it ia about 
all that can l^e eaid, without going into 
])arliciilrtrs that would fill many columns. 
It may be ac|ded that the route is not 
over an unknown country, and that for 
a very great portion of ita length it ia 
through an auriferous region. 



RIP VAN }YI]S!KLE AWAKES. 

The News- Advertiser .has got down to 
the present era and haa managed to give 
its readers an article ostensibly on cur- 
rent provincial politica. We say oaten- 
Bibly, because in point of fact the only 
thine which our Vancouver conterapor- 
iiry tries to do ia to be funny at the 
espenao of the Colonist.

A QUERY ANSWERED, 

We may inform the Times that the 

provincial government has taken steps 
to furnish the agent-general iu Loudon 
of British Columbia with data as to tlie 
now gold flelda and how to get there. 
Seeing that these gold llelda are not in 
British Golumbia, we do not see that the 
government- would have been chargeable 
with neglect of duty if it had not done 
BO. We might, if we were disposed to 
adopt the shallow and senseleaa tactics 
of the Times, have treated the query of 
" Anxioua Father," in the London 
paper in a very different way 
than we did. We might have 
asked, after the manner of our contem- 
porary: Where is Lfturier? What ia the 
Dominion government doing? Wo 
might have said, to quote the Times, 
with the simple change of British Col- 
umbia to Canada: 

If you will go to the ofliceof the agent- 
general for Canada, that gentleman will 
hand you a pamphlet, issued under the 
authority of the Canadian government, 
which contains .ill the information you 
require, There you will find set forth 
intercBtiag data concerning the climatic 
coniiitions of the country, the transpor- 
tation facilities, price of provisions, and 
advice as to the best points at which to 
outfit. 

As the Times said: " This might have 
happened, but It did not." On the con- 
trary, we believed the information need- 
ed ought to be furnished in the quickest 
possible waj'. We did not care a straw 
about making a point against the Do- 
minion government, whose duty it is, 
and not that of the provincial govern- 
ment, to attend to these matters. We 
took the quickest means we knew of to 
answer a perfectly novel qufeatlon. We 
wish, further, to add that we have no 
fault to find with the Domin- 
ion government if it has not 
informed ita Agent-General on all 
these subjects. The whole busi- 
ness is a new thing and has been sprung, 
BO to apeak, upon the public. We have 
no doubt that the Dominion government 
ia doing everything it can in this matter, 
and doubtless the Times will be grati- 
fied to know that anyone calling on the 
Agent-General of Britiah Columbia will 
receive a pamphlet containing all the in- 
formation that he can reaaonably expect 
to receive until matters have developed 
a little further, The Timca heada its 
article on this subject, " Where ia Ver- 
non? " We reply: In London, pre- 
pared to do the very thing that the 
Times says he ought to do. And we may 
alao add that to us it eeema infinitely 
more important to see that . the public 
are informed aa to the real facta in re- 
gard to the Yukon and Victoria aa the 
outfitting point than it ia to score a 
political point against or in favor of any 
one.

BRITISH COURAGE. 

As the news filters out from the North- 
west frontier of India and the story of 
the conflict with the tribesmen is told, 
wo learn of deeds of beorism, which 
show that the splendid courage of Brit- 
ain's sons is as brilliant as ever. The 
stories are told in Buch few and simple 
words that a little thought is necessary 
Xo appreciate what ia related. A lieu- 
tenant ia shot down while directmg the 
fire of a cua. He is able to half raise 
himself from the ground, and in that 
position directs the firing until another 
bullet relieves hira of pain and life to- 
gether. Men spring out into the open 
field where keen marksmen are doing 
deadly work, and perform some simple 
acta of very proaaic duty. Thua a gunner 
leaves the protection of a rock to bring 
in the wheels of a gun carriage. He 
seizes both, and aa he staggers for- 
ward under hie load, ia abot dead. 
Think of the courage of a man who will 
deliberately pick up heavy wheels, calmly 
turn his back upon hundreds of sharp- 
shooters and slowly begin hia return to 
cover. This ia not the sort of thing that 
gains the Victoria Groas. It ia hardly 
the theme for a poet, for there is eome' 
thing approaching the grotesque in the 
thought of risking one's life for a couple 
ol gun wheels. But the gun was needed 
for defence against overwhelming num- 
bers ; it could not be moved without the 
wheels, and aa some one must take the 
chance of being killed in getting them, a 
man is found to take the risk. .The story 
stops here, but as the gun was brought 
safely away the certain inference ia that 
some one else went out and brought the 
wheels in. 

If asked to name the distinguishing 
trait of the Britiah soldier or sailor, we 
should say it is the spirit exhibited in 
these two incidenta— unfaltering and

A Large Ocean Liner Sighted Out- 
side Supposed to Be the 
New N. P. Ship. 



The Bristol when she sails for St. 
Jlichael' this week will have among her 
cargo a complete assaying plant, which, 
accompanied by Mr. Hubbard of Prea- 
cott. Ore., is being taken north by the 
North American Trading A Transporta- 
tion Co. It ia the intention of this com- 
[lany to establish assaying works as well 
as a large private bank at Dawson City, 
the Uttinga for their ofiSce pretnises hav- 
ing been forwarded by the Islander on 
her last trip. 

'Klondyke in thirty days or bust " 
ia the motto of F. R. Miles, of Anaconda, 
who is in town on his way to the 
Northern treasure land, and who intends 
going in by way of the Stickeen-Tealin 
trail. Mr. Miles, who was in Victoria a 
few years ago, goes North in tlie intoreata 
of English capitaliata, and his claim to 
being able to reach Dawson City within 
the month is founded on what he terms 
his experience in trail cutting in Mon- 
tana. For the last nineteen years the 
mountain faetnesses and desert places 
of that state have been traversed and 
dwelt in by this new recruit to the north- 
ward inarching army of gold hunters. 
Mr. Miles and his partner, T. Sewell, 
are being outfitted by Wilson Brothers, 
and intendgoingNorth as far as Wrangel, 
where in default of steamer tranaporta- 
tion the_ two voyagers will truat to luck 
and Indian canoes to take them up the 
Stickeen river ae far aa Telegraph Creek. 

There waa plenty of originality in the 
Ivlondyke aocial at Calvary Baptist 
church on Wednesday evening. The 
entrance of the church waa arranged to 
represent one of the different passes 
leading over the mountains from ]3yea 
and Skagway, the route being so difli- 
cult that not a few would have abandon- 
ed tlie task liad they not been assisted.

That the steamship Bristol will be hur- 
ried away on her voyage to St. Michaels 

soon after her return from the North can 
hardly bo gainsaid. Her complement of 
passencere for the voyage has been so 
nearly completed, and the importance of 
her early departure is so considerable 
that to delay would not only be incon- 
veniencing her passengers, but jeopar- 
dizing the fulfilment of her agent's con- 
tract to land all her miners at Daweon 
City this year. The ship will have no 
horses to load, as it is an all water route. 
She will have no great amount of cargo 
either, and so far aa readiness ia con- 
cerned, if expectations materialize, 
there will be very little to do on the 
ship in the line of preparing her. One 
reason of this ia that it is believed all 
tho lumber erections made in her for 
horaea liave been cleared away before 
ahe sailed, from Skagway on her return, 
aa it is considered that the material thus 
used when offered for sale cheaply will 
be quickly disposed of. The number of 
passengers now being booked for the 
Bristol will not exceed 200, this being a 
large enough number for comfortable 
conveyance up the Yukon from St. 
Michael's in the steamer Eugene. The 
Eugene ia now at Port Townaend, and 
will probably not touch here at all, ao 
that when clearing for the trip she will 
not be obliged to touch at any Canadian 
port until reaching her destination.

TIIE STICKEEN liOUTE. 

Hudson's Bay Inspector Hall Gives Some 
Interesting Details— The All River Route 
Is Best for Freiglitlng. 

A CoLo.vi.sT reporter was favored j-es- 
terday wiin an interview with Mr. K. 
H. Hall, of the Hudson's 13ay Ftir De- 
partment, who returned on the Topeka 
from a trip of inspection through the 
Cassiar country. There are probahly 
very few residents of British Columbia 
who are in a better position than is Mr 
Hall to speak authoritatively in regard 
to the advantages offered by the Stickeen 
river route aa the best one to be taken 
by those making for the Klondyke gold 
fields. 

From the head of navigation on the 
Stickeen river to Tealin lake ia, approxi- 
mately, says Mr. Hall, 152 miles, and for 
a considerable portion of that distance 
the trail runs through a country admir- 
al)ly adapted for feeding atock en route 

" Of course," said Mr. Hall, " unless, 
and until, we have a railroad from the 
point of disembarkation on tho Stickeen 
river to tho head of Lake Teslin, 
the route via St. Michael's 
and the Yukon river will be 
incomparably the beat one for the trans- 
portation of freight, but from what I 
hear of the dillicultiea met with in the 
negotiation of the Skagway and Dyea 
trails on the way to the Klondyke, I 
have little doubt that the Stickeen route 
ia the more practicable. 

A good deal depends, however, in Mr. 
Hall's opinion, upon the results of the 
investigation now being made by L. B. 
Hamlin, O.E., into the navigability of 
the Hootalinqua river, and until that 
point be ascertained definitely it would 
be premature to speak too positively 
upon the advantages of the Stickeen 
route. Quoting from a letter received 
from Mr. Alex, Me.Lennan, of Vancou- 
ver, who is now at Lake Tealin, Mr. 
Hall said : 

" Half the country (i.e., between the 
head of navigation on tho Stickeen and 
the lake), is good, dry, solid ground, 
atFordiug good feed, but the balance 
needa cutting out." 

Mr. Hall, who left Victoria on the 
20th of April, has been for the greater 
part of the time since then in the Cassiar 
country. He says that a number of 
Chinamen are exploiting the placer 
claims along tbe creeks, and that a num- 
ber of parties prospecting for quart/ 
were also met with ; several rich loca- 
tions, it is claimed by these latter, 
having been made, and an era of [iroa- 
perity may yet bo in atore for that one- 
time paradise of the huntera for the 
yellow metal. 

Mr. St. Cyr, who ia now engaged upon 
a survey of a portion of tho country 
which lies to tho north of the Skeena, 
was taken up that riv^r by Mr. Hall, 
who, in common with everyone who is 
looking for definite, information from 
that llttle-known country, is awaiting 
with interest the result of the.explort^-;, 
tions now being carried on. The fur 
trade, in which Mr. Hall ia especially 
interested, ia spoken of by him as a 
neceasarily diminishing quantity, and 
doubtless many of the men who have for 
years earned a livelihood in the huiiiing 
of fur bearing animals have been, and 
are being, drafted into the ranks of the 
miners. 

The Hudson's Bay steamer Caledonia 
will probably in the near future bo em- 
ployed in transporting paaaengera up the 
Stickeen river, aa an attempt is being 
made to organize a party to enter the 
country by tPat route, and should suffi- 
cient inducement oiler, Mr. Hall has 
promised to place the steamer at their 
diapoaal. There are several prospective 
miners now in tbe city who are deter- 
mined to go in by the Stickeen, and pro- 
vided, as iVIr. Hall particularly eraplia- 
sizes, the waterway beyond the Teslin 
lake is of a navigable nature, there ap- 
pears good reason to assert that those 
who make the attempt have at least as 
good prospects of success as have those 
who are wedded to tho notion of going 
via Skagway or Dyeai •>

To THE Editor:— The discovery of 
great mineral wealth in the Klondyke 
affords Mr. Turner and his ministry a 
noble opportunity of opening up the ad- 
jacent undeveloped and practically un- 
explored regions of British Columbia. 
The entire northern half o! our province 
remains to-day in much the same con- 
dition as nature made it. It is true that 
■we have hitherto been fully engaged in 
development elsewhere, but the present 
excitement should be taken advan- 
tage of to broach, so to speak, our 
'great i-eaerve in the north. Nothing 
'more than the insiatance of the principal 
newspapers of the province is required 
to bvini: tlie miniatry to appreciate tlie 
urgency and importance of this ques- 
tion. While recognising that roads and 
■ railways must await financial arrange- 
i!aenta (although exceptional efforts 
sbonld be made to secure them) tliere ih 
no reason why the government sliould 
delay all action in this matter. Trail 
work and survey parties ehould be the 
order of the day, pendlnR operations on 
a larger Bcale. In procuring access from 
Cariboo Into tbo undeveloped North, or 
in imy cood move in that direction they 
may make, the government will find the 
community working warmingly in their 
support. 

It has already been suggested in Cari- 
boo that an expedition be equipped and 
despatched nortliward with a view of 
penetrating into the districts at present 
represented by blanks on our maps. 
Eager prospectors can be found wiio are 
willing to 2ivo their time and a i)ractical 
report of all ilicy see in excliauge for 
what they may discover. Public spirited 
men in Cariboo will find at least a part 
of their ontflt and surely the govern- 
ment will see the fitness of lending aid 
and encouragement. They will be called 
upon for aBsistanoe in the proper man- 
ner and at the proper time.

annual drain on the civio revenue. The 
$100,000 has , also to be paid off at the 
expiration of tbe'term. .The treasurer's 
books will therefore show an expendi- 
ture of $100,000 less such a sum a ) le 
may arrange with the bank aa intereit 
upon the gradually accumulating 
sinking fund. For the published 
accounts of 1896 I see that the 
total interest on the total investment of 
sinking funds was $(',100. 38, and this is 
carried to the account for general pur- 
poaea. This warrants my statement that 
for ?100,000 worth of work by this sys- 
tem $190,000 will have to be paid, and if 
your correspondent " Foul Piay " (as he 
should have signed himself) will divide 
this gross sura by 20 years he will arrive 
at the gross cost per annum.

TothkEditou: — By a leading article 
of a week or two ago you raised the 
question as to whether adverse holding 
by the U. S. A. beyond the treaty line 
would allot them a further slice of the 
Alaskan boundary. Now that it does 
not seem to be any further doubted that 
the administration of the Stickeen ter- 
ritories which, to quote from youra of 
Auguat 5th, '' in 1871 when the province 
confederated witli Canada, its governor 
was charged with authority to adminis- 
ter ... . unless in some way of which 
we are not informed theorder-in-council 
of 1862 had been cancelled," still rests 
with the Lieutenant-Governor, though 
his powers over thosS two degrees and to 
meridian 125 are far greater than here — 
it becomes of the utmost stress to sift 
this matter. It is for tlie Lieutenant- 
Ciovernor, as administrator, to deal with 
the Imperial authorities about all the 
boundary between GO and ()2; it ia for 
the administrator to take the customs 
for all goods that are there to stop; it is 
for the administrator to empower the 
N.\V. Mounted Police there and the 
customs staff. All the world knows 30 
miles, or " 10 marine leagues from the 
ocean," does not mean from the salt 
water. The " holding" point — their 
last straw — is quashed by wliat happen- 
ed about San Juan island. For years 
had the H. B. Company had a post on 
the island where they had "a stock 
of 5,000 sheep and' a number of 
horses, cattle and piga " (see San Juan 
Water Boundary, by Viscount Milton, 
M.P., p. 252). It was the shooting of 
one of these pigs by a Yankee squatter, 
Lyman A. Cutter by name, that brought 
on all the trouble (p. 251). Until the be- 
ginning of 1859 there had been only one 
(the hog was shot on .Juno 15), and a 
protest as to this squatting had been al- 
ready forwarded to Waaliington by i^ord 
Lyons (aee p. 253). But no heed was 
given tliis at the Frankfort arbitration. 
Everything turned on what was the 
channel which separated the continent 
from Vancouver's Island. 

It is about time some one apoke out 
in no halting way. There has been 
enough of this everlasting yielding. 
First from the Columbia river, an un- 
matched natural boundary ; then from 
Ilaro archipelago. Let uh ground our 
weapons at last, and unmistakably, at 
the Stickeen territories, for every inch, 
and to break the ice at such unwonted 
fearlessiH'SH letDyea, Alaska, be dropped 
for Dyea, B.C.

To THK iMH'rou: — 1 ace by the Pro- 
vince of the 14i li iliat parties speak of the 
claims in the KfondyKe, 100 feet 8(iuarL', 
being too small, tmd this would cause the 
pushing Yankee to be driven out. Thia 
would i)e a very good thing, and the gov- 
ernment should make a law at once, and 
keep them out, or charge them 25 per 
cent, on gold or any other mineral they 
take from Canada. As soon as they 
hear of anything being found they flock 
in by thoueanda, and gobble up every- 
thing, and there is no chance for the 
British or Canadians. The Canadian 
government has received no benefit 
until recently for the thousands 
the Americans have taken from 
tlie Klondyke and other places, 
and the duties, which have been put on, 
are only stipulated to the latter place, 
and they are still getting their supplies 
from the other side and mining in other 
parts of British Columbia, I should 
like to ask what benefit the Canadian 
government will derive from allowinc 
this, I read that one American holds 13 
of those rich claims in the Klondyke. I 
do not think thia ahould be allowed, If 
the government paaa a law that aliens 
will have to take out their papers to be 
a Britieb subjlect, they sbould not be 
allowed to mine until they have been in 
Canada two or three years, or they will 
just t;ot wliat they can and go back to 
their own countrj'. A wagon road should 
bo made to Teslin lake as aoou as possi- 
ble, 80 that goods could go on to Klon- 
dyke without interruption from any 
other nation.

motje^,. it was quite late ia their his- 
tory tJ^Pt fljey recogQi2ed trading im 
theirv'ocutioii', and much later still that 
they surrendered tho notion that to be 
a trader, whether perchaut or niimul'ac- 
turer or dealer in money, was to be 
comniiratively a base person. Tillwith- 
iii the lust few years 'all historians 
thought economics rather uuwortliy 
bubjects of thoir pens, and tho social 
distiuctionB drawn ■ against industry 
were'of tho moat galling obaxaoter. In- 
deed, they have not disappeared yet, tho 
contempt which was once felt for the 
merchant aud tho banker being still en- 
tertained .for the distributor, though he 
often eouibincK both functions. Tho 
great industrial is still hardly reokoueil 
on a par with tho great agriculturist, 
aud the shopkeeper of any kind is still 
placed far below auy sortof profession.-il.

_To rediice the operating expenses of 
the mines in the neighborhood, 50 per 
cent, is the object Bought, and which, 
according to Bcientific principles, will be 
attained by the Kootenay Power and 
Light Co,, whoee gigantic plant, when 
in active operation, will represent an 
outlay of conaiderably over a quarter of 
a million. Sir Gharlea .JioBS Bart, who 
is at preeent in this city, is the prime 
mover and organizer of this vast under- 
taking, which, on economic grounds, 
ia euro to solve the hitherto 
inaurmonntable difficulty of the treat- 
ment of the low grade Eosaland ores on a 
paying baslB. Should the expected sav- 
ing be effected, it will cause a great 
boom in mining properties within the 
company'a " sphere of influence." Ben- 
nington falls, on the Kootenay river, 
about 12 miles from the city of Nelson, 
has been chosen as the site, and the 
water ^ower available being practically 
unlimited the works can be increased 
from time to time as required. 

Water is taken from the river at a 
abort diatance above the falls and by 
means of a canal 25 feet wide ia con- 
ducted to tho point where two pairs of 
iirtmenae turbine wheela are situated. 
With a head of 34 feet theeo wheela 
are expected to develop energy 
equivalent to 3,000 horee power 
which will drive the dynamos 
at a Bufficient speed to enable the com- 
pany to supply all the electricity 
for mechanical purposea for which there 
is likely to be a demand in that neigh- 
borhood for many years. 

Heavy copper wire will be used in 
the tranemiBBion of the electric current 
to the'varioua mines and towna uaing it, 
tbe intention being to supply all points 
within a radius of thirty miles. The 
plant which ia being inatalled ia 
the exact counterpart of one for a 
aimilar purpoae now being operated at 
Fresno, Cal., where 85 miles ia tbe 
present limit at which the mechanical 
energy is delivered, so that the 30 miles 
proposed by Sir Charles Rosa' company 
may be taken to be well within the 
limit. But it ia quite probable that 
within the course of time a distance of 
at least three timca the range indicated 
will be pfTectually overcome in the 
tranamiBsion of power. 

The site for tho machinery aa well as 
the waterways are all ready for the in- 
stallation, and aa the turbines and dyna- 
mos are now on their way westward, it 
ia expected that the company will be in 
a position to supply power by November 
Tbe electrical portion of the 
plant has been supplied by the 
Canada General Electric Company, and 
ia aa perfect in its various parts aa that 
dointr duty at, the celebrated worka of 
the Niagara Power Company. The tur- 
uiiibB uud the rest ot the outfit baa been 
supplied by Stillwess, Bierce it Co. 
The completion of thia vaat 
undertaking will mark a new era 
in tho manufacturing industries of this 
province as well aa in tho miuea in and 
about Koseland, Nelson, Kaalo, Slocan 
City and Sandon, to each of which towna 
will be delivered the power generatetl at 
the falls,

An extremely interesting meeting of 
the Board of Trade council washeld yes- 
terday afternoon, at which a variety of 

matters of businesB were quickly and 
satisfactorily disposed of. Of course the 
Klontlyke boom had its important place 
in the deliberations of the occasion, 
while Hon. Dr. Helmcken brought for- 
ward a rail way jtroject which he . consid 
era the most helpful scheme it is pos 
eible to advance at the present time, so 
far as Vancouver Island is concerned. 
This project demands mature conuidern- 
tion, which it will receive at a very early 
day. 

Of course Klondyke afTairs demanded 
lirst attention, a letter being read by the 
secretary in which Assistant Manager 
F. W. Vincent, of the C.P.N. Co., pre- 
sented to the board the circumstances of 
the Danube's encounter with American 
otHcialdom at Skagway, au incident 
which came very near to obtaining tlie 
importance of an international coinpli 
cation. 

" I beg to direct the attention of your 
iionorable board," wrote Mr. Vincent, 
" to the fact that our steamship Danube 
on her laat trip to Dyea and Skagway 
bay experienced a great deal of difiiculty 
in landing her paseengers and freight at 
the latter place. In fact the United 
States custom house ofHcials ordered her 
to atop discharging and threatened to 
send her to Juneau, there to tie up and 
await instructions from Washington. 
After a good deal of trouble and delay 
only was she allowed to continue dis- 
charging her cargo and proceed on her 
return to this port. 

" It is more than likely," Mr. Vincent 
continued, *' that the same trouble will 
be met with by all other British steam- 
ers which attempt to land passengers 
or freight at Skagway Bay, and as the 
place is the only suitable landing for 
either, if we are not allowed to land 
there it will be useless to try to do busi- 
ness in that country at all. The United 
States customs house officials contend 
that as Dyea hae been made a eub-port 
of entry by the authorities at 'Washing- 
ton a British ijoat haa no right to land 
at Skagway. I bag to suggest that your 
council take this matter up with the 
Canadian government with a view to 
having a more satisfactory understand- 
ing of the law in this respect. Otherwise 
the trade of this country is lost to Vic- 
toria and to Canada." 

The officers of the board had wasted 
no time in dealing with the matter re- 
ferred to by Mr. Vincent, and as a result 
the secretary had the pleasure of pre- 
senting to the council, attached to the 
letter of complaint, a telegram from the 
Secretary of State showing that prompt 
action on the part of the government had 
already resulted aatiafactorily to Cana- 
dian interests. This telegram read : 

"In answer to a telegram I sent to 
Washington, I am officially advised that 
instructions have been sent to American 
officials that the limits of the port of 
Dyea include Skagway, and that Cana- 
dian vessels have the same rights as 
vessels of the United States to enter at 
Skagway," 

F. Carter, jr., of Tacoma, addressed 
the board as to the prospects of success 
which would induce the establishment 
of a woolen mill in this city. Mr. 
Carter is the manager of the Tacoma 
Woolen Mill Company, and in view of 
the fact that blanketa such as they 
make in the United States liave to pay 
duty if they form part of the eqaipmeiU 
of the Klondyke pilgrim, his firm are 
contemplating the eatablishment of 
second mill on tliis side of the boundary 
so that they may reap their share of the 
enormoua outfitting business which 
Victoria is bound to command in the 
spring. 

All the members of the council in at 
tendance were n|.'reed that tlio proposed 
new industry should boencouraged, and 
the secretary waa finally instructed to 
communicate with the New WeetminHter 
board with a view to ascertaining if it 
ia not possible to utilize the woollen mill 
machinery now lying idle at the Royal 
City. Mr. Carter Will at the same time 
be assured of the support of the board 
should he decide to carry his projected 
enterprise into tffect. 

In a characteristic and strongly argu- 
mentative letter, Hon. .1. S. Helmcken 
again urged the board to action in be- 
half of the construction of a railway to 
the north end of the Island, by which the 
time occupied in travelling from end to 
end of Vancouver lelanii would bo re- 
duced by au entire day, and Victoria 
would gam couiniaml of the entire trade 
of the iCIondyke, while the various rich 
but dormant iodustries of the Island 
would at the same time be made contri-

The council did not see the way clear 
to immediate action, but purpose "giving 
the subject carcfwl attention at an early 
datu. ■ Sis^J-' 

ThtMiuestion of telegraphic communi- 
cation having been recently before the 
council of the board, Dalby ;& Claxton 
directed attention by letter to two serious 
irregularities in traasmission that had 
come within the Bcope of "their perebhal 
observation. 

" We received last week," their letter 
read, "a cablegram as follows: 'Pro- 
vide oakum, pitch, caulking tools for 
goats '—which in the face of it is ridicu- 
lous. The telegram as written called for 
' caulking tools for boats.' In another 
case we received an order for 967 10- 
gallon casks of syrup, which when cor- 
rected proved to be seven IQ-gallon casks 
of syrup. . 

" We trust," the writers commented, 
" that some action may be taken where- 
by an alternative telegraphic communi- 
cation may be secured^ with the Main- 
land, and at the same time furnish com- 
munication with the northern part of 
the province — Rivera Inlet, Skeena River, 
etc., etc." 

On this same subject of the inefficiency 
of Victoria's telocraphic service, General 
Manager G. R. Iloamer replied thus In- 
definitety and unsatisfactorily to the 
board's request that a duplicate caljle be 
provided to ensure better connection be- 
tween Victoria and the outside world: 

" I need not assure you that I very 
much regret that communication be- 
tween Victoria and the Mainland should 
have been so long interrupted. It has 
been a cause of very much worry and 
anxiety to us, aa well aa a great expense, 
and I sincerely trust that we will not 
have such bad luck again.'' 

The utter ignoring of the subject dealt 
with in the board's letter, to which this 
was a reply, demanded some brief dis- 
cussion, the answer of Mr. Hosmer be- 
ing pronounced — like the teleKraphic 
service to which it referred — very un- 
satisfactory. 

R. A. McGillivary A Co., of Toronto, 
communicated with the board through 
His Worship Mayor Redfern in connec- 
tion with the proposed formation of a 
joint stock company and the establish- 
ment in Victoria of a factory for tlie 
making of seamless hosiery. The process 
to be adopted was a new one patented in 
Toronto and said to outrival anything in 
the line that has yet been brought for- 
ward. Hitherto, in the manufacture of 
hosiery, it has been necessary for each 
machine to have an operator in charge, 
while with this new invention five ma- 
chines are given to each operator and all 
classes of goods are made. The inventor, 
like many other geniuses, has not the 
necessary capital, while he ia confident 
that a company formed with a capital 
stock of !flo,000 would have no difficulty 
in earning a dividend of 25 per cent 
per annum from the start. The finan- 
cial management of the company it was 
proposed to leave in the hands of who- 
ever might be selected by the proposed 
company, Mr. Pole, the inventor, desir- 
ing to confine himself to the practical 
part of the business. 

This letter, which also produced favor- 
able comment, went at once to the com- 
mittee on manufactures for report. 

Mr. Robert Ward acknowledged with 
thanks his election as au honorary mem- 
ber of council ; and the assistant secre- 
tary of the department of the interior 
wrote from Ottawa asking if it would 
not be possible for the board to prepare 
a mineral exhibit for the state fairs 
shortly to be held in Omaha, St. Paul 
and Detroit. If this was not convenient, 
the board was asked to refer the matter 
to Bomebddy competent to act in the 
premises. 

Acting on this latter sucgestion, the 
letter had been referred to Hon. Colonel 
Baker, whose reply was that the ex- 
pense of making these collections was so 
considerable that the government could 
not at present see its way clear to com- 
ply with the request. 

This disposal of the matter did not en- 
tirely suit the council, and a letter was 
directed to be sent, asking the Provincial 
Minifiter of Mines to reconsider the mat- 
ter, the council being of opinion that the 
mining resources of British Columbia 
are deserving of as wide advertisement 
as it is possible to give them. 

In connection with the approaching 
visit of .Hon. ClitFord Sifton, arrange- 
ments were made for a conference with 
that minister, at which the alien law, 
the Yukon mining regulations, the 100 
pounds exemption, and the appointment 
of a special oUicer here to issue mining 
licenses for the Yukon, will be taken up. 

Upon motion it waa resolved that the 
board urge strongly upon the Victoria 
pilotage authority the exemption of ves- 
sels using JOeciuimalt as a port of call lor 
orders; the recommendation also being 
made that vessels coming to Es<iuimalt 
to dock be hereafter exempted from the 
[laymentof pilotage dues, except where 
the services of a pilot are actually em- 
l>loyed. 

The council also passed unanimously 
a resolution again urging upon the Do- 
minion government the justice and 
necessity of granting at as early a date 

AS possible representation in the Domin- 
ion cabinet to the province of British 
Columbia, a cf)py of this resolution be- 
ing ordeied forwarded at once to the 
other boards of trtide nnd chambers of 
commerce in the i)rovince for their en- 
(loreation,

That the business men o{ Pu;;et Sound 
are beginning to realise that duties will 
absolute!^ be collected on all American 

products entering the Northwest Terri 
tories of Canada, ia evidenced by a letter 
which was taken into conBideration 
at yesterday's meeting of the board 
of trade couuci. It was from 
the Tacoma Woolen Mill Com- 
pany, one of the largest ' mannfae 
turing concerns in the State of Washing- 
ton, whose blankets are in such atrong 
demand that the mill will be running 
night and day for a year hence to com 
plete orders already in hand, The pos 
aibilitiea of the Klondyke have not been 
loat sieht of, bbwever, and Mr. Carter, 
the manager of the mill, refers to it 
thus: 

" We can secure good indocementa to 
build another mill on this aide of the 
line, bat owing to the duties which will 
have to be paid on such goods shipped 

to British Alaska from this side we wish 

to locate in British Columbia, to save 
the duties which must otherwise be paid 
and which will be an enormous profl 
alone. 

"In addition to this, we are confident 
that there is a great future for the whole 
of British Columbia and we wish to 
have a share of the prosperity. Our 
intentions are to start the mill on blank- 
ets, MackinawB, and heavy Alaska 
woolens, and eventually work up an 
unlimited field for fine woolens for men's 
Buinngs." 

The manufactures committee of the 
board of trade are now giving the sub- 
ject dealt with in thii letter careful con- 
sideration. The proposal has many 
features to recommend it, not the least 
of which will be that it will give a 
market for the sheep hides now prac- 
tically a dead loss to the butchers of 
British Columbia; and it may also bring 
into use again the plant of the Royal 
City Woolen Mills, for some time past 
lying idle at Westminster. 

A TRIBAL MOUIlNINfi. 

Chief Sheu-Wlsh Is Buried Amidst Grief 
and Woe— Tbe Nitlnats Have a 
Double Ftineral. 

Chief Sheu-Wish is gathered ts his 
forefathers, and his brother. Captain 
Joe, reigns in his stead. Escorted by a 
fieet of canoes filled with grief-stricken 
members of the one-time powerful tribe 
of the Nitinats, who rent the air with 
long drawn out wailing and heartrend- 
ing expressions of inconsolable woe, the 
body of Chief Sheu-Wish was conveyed 
yesterday morning from tbe schooner 
which had brought it from the Fraser 
river to the Songhees reservation. And 
there, in a secluded, verdure-hidden 
apot, where even within a few feet the 
passer-by would fail to notice the grave, 
the burial ceremony was performed ac- 
cording to the immemorial custom of 
the tribe. 

One departure, however, from the 
ancient system of disposing of their 
dead the'Nitinat Indians of 1807 are 
compelled to make, much to the advan- 
tage of the country, and instead of hoist- 
ing the body into a tree as, according to 
Gilbert Malcolm Sproat, was their cus- 
tom so late as 1808, they adopt the less 
questionable plan of burying it in the 
ground, and though the grave be not, it 
is true, " so deep as a well," or at any- 
rate as some wells, " it will suffice," 

Religious ceremony, there was none; 
but if the accompaniment of luKubriona 
countenances, dishevelled and disordered 
raiment, groanings and general "all 
gone to pieces " grief be taken aa evi- 
dence of sincere mourning, then Sheu- 
Wish and the young Indian who was 
laid alongside him in that last, long 
sleep, from which there is no wakening 
this side of the happy hunting grounds, 
were sincerely moarued by their fellows. 
Headed by a gray-haired member of the 
tribe, whose stern features seemed 
graven with a living representation of 
woe, the little funeral procesaion wended
